AUSTRIANS ON DEFENSIVE 


Russians Turn on Attackers in 
Region Between Vistula 
and the Bug.

ROME, July 7, via Paris, July %— 
The Italian armored cruiser Amalfi was 
torpedoed and sunk at dawn this morn- 
ing by an Austrian: submarine, while 
taking part in a reconnaissance in the 
upper Adriatic, it is officially an- 
founced by the Minister of Marine. 
Most of the members of the crew were 
eaved. 

The text of the statement follows: “A 
reconnaissance in force was accom- 
plished last night (July 6), in the upper 
Adriatic. The Amalfi which took part in 
the reconnaissance was torpedoed at 
dawn this morning by an Austrian sub- 
marine, and soon listed heavily to port. 

The commander before giving his or- 
ders to the crew to jump overboard, 
cried, “‘Long Live the King, Long Live 
Italy!’ 

The entire crew drawn up along the 
stern echoed the shout, giving a re- 
markable exhibition of courage and dis- 
cipline. 

The commander, who was the last to 
leave, slipped overboard shortly before 
the Amalfi sank. Nearly all the offi- 


- ©ers and crew were saved. 


The Amalfi, which was completed ut” 
1908, had a displacement of 9958 tons an 
was 49 feet long. Her complement in 
times of peace was 654. 

Pola, the Austrian stronghold, is sir- 
uated in the Upper Adriatic, at the ex- 
tremity of the Istria Peninsula, about 
55 miles east of Trieste. It is probable 
the reconnaissance referred to in the 
Italian statement was in this section of 
the Adriatic. 


Italian Dirigtbles and Aeroplanes 
Ald in Fighting. 

ROME, Jviy 7, via Paris, July 8.—The 
official statement issued tonight at the 
headquarters of the Italian General 
Staff was as follows: 

“An attack against our position at 
Passo Di Campo in the Val D’Aone was 
repulsed with heavy loss. 

“In Cadove our heavy artillery opened 
fire on the eneiiy’s defensive works at 
Corte, in the upper valley of Cordevole. 
At La Togliata and Tresassi, in Val 
Porala, serious damage was done. 

“In Carnia we repulsed attacks against 
our positions at Passo Pramisce, Monte 
GScharnitz and in the direction of Val 
Grande. 

“Combats continue on the Carnic pla- 
¢eau, Where We are making slow but con- 
stant procress. Between July ¢ and 
{ we toox 1400 prisoners. 

“On the night of July 6 an Italian 
dirigible effectively bombarded the rail- 
road junction north of Cpcina (northeast 
pf Triest). Aerop!anes dropped a number | 
of bombs yesterday on the Austrian 
eviation ficlds near Aisavassa, east of 
Gorizia, causing fires and also on the 
railroad station at Nabresina. Our avia- 
tors were obliged to alight, but returned 
unharmed.”’

AILED DAY AFTER 
HOLT SHOT MORGAN 


Atlantic Transport Liner Minne- 
haha, With Ammunition 
Aboard, Has Fire in Hold. 


WARNING IS RECALLED 


Would-Be Assassin Wrote That 
Vessel at Sea Would Sink 
on July 7, 


NEW YORK, July 8.—As if in answer 
to Frank Holt’s last warning that a ship 
at sea “should sink, God willing, on the 
7th,” there came last night a wireless 


message, made public today, from Capt. 


Claret of the Atlantic Transport Line 


steamer Minnehaha, telling that his 
ship was afire at sea, 570 miles south- 


east of Halifax. 


The fire was caused by an explo- 
sion, according to a wireless mes- 
sage received at 12:40 p. m. today 
from Capt. Claret. At that time the 
fire was said to have been mastered. 

Capt. Claret’s message read as fol- 
lows: “Fire caused by exptwsion. 
Now under control by suffocation 
and steam. Much smoke in holds. 
Deemed it expedient to make for 
Halifax. Due off Chebucto Head 9 a. 
m. Friday. Advise agents.” 

It was asserted at the offices of the 
company that Capt. Claret undoubtedly 
had caught the wireless warning sent 
to the liners Saxonia and Philadelphia 
about Holt’s threat and added that it 
would have been possible for Holt to 
have managed to get a bomb aboard. 

Holt’s Warning. 

Holt’s letter to his wite, which spoke 
of his plan to blow up a ship, did not 
name the Minnehaha, but said the ship 
which would be blown up would be 
either the Saxonia or the Philadelphia. 

Time to Place Bomb Aboard. 

No passengers are aboard the Minne- 
haha. Her crew numbers approximately 
100. She was at her pier here about a 
week, taking on cargo, and sailed for 
London last Sunday. Holt made his 
attempt on the life of J. P. Morgan at 
Glencove, last Saturday, July 3. 

Munitions Aboard the Minnehaha. 

The Minnehaha’s manifest shows that 
she had aboard 1000 cases of cordite, 
2800 cases of loaded shrapnel shells, 
1400 cases of trinite tuluol, 1548 cases of 
cartridges and 175 cases of safety cart- 
ridges. 

Among the inflammable materials 
aboard were 65 packages of petroleum, 
2990 barrels of oll and 1941 barrels of 
wax. 


SPRING-RICE RAISES QUESTION 
INVOLVING U, S. NEUTRALITY 


Inquires Why Reservists Are Al- 
lowed to Leave While Forwarding 
of Volunteers Is Forbidden. 
WASHINGTON, July &—Sir Cecil 
Spring-Rice, the British Ambagsador, 
today asked the State Department to in- 
form him what distinction, if any, it 
draws between the questions of neu- 
trality involved in the return of re- 
servists of those European countries 
Which have reserve systems and th> 
departure of volunteers to those coun- 

tries which have no such system. 

In effect, the Ambassador’s request 
points out that reservists have been per- 
mitted to return to Germany, Austria 
and Turkey, while legal action has been 
taken against persons forwarding vol- 
unteers for the British army. It is un- 
derstood to contend there is no differ- 
ence in effect in the situations. 


PRESIDENT HAS GAINED WEIGHT 
SINCE ARRIVAL AT CORNISH 


CORNISH, N. H., July 8&.—President 
Wilson passed this forenoon in his study 
at Harlakenden House, considering the 
German and Mexican situations. A long 
dispatch from the State Department re- 
viewing the food conditions in Mexico 
and containing information concerning 
the political situation in the Southern 
Republic was gone over by the Presi- 
dent. 

The President has gained weight since 
coming here, and today was in appar- 
ently perfect physical condition. 


SAYVILLE GERMAN 
WIRELESS STATION 
TAKEN BY U.S 


Plant Last Priyately-Owned 
Means of Direct ommuni- 
cation With Germany. 


HAD BEEN DENIED LICENSE 


Suspected of Neutrality Viola- 
tions and Will Be Operated 
by Government.

WASHINGTON, July 8—The Govern- 


ment today took over the Sayville, L. L., 
wireless station, the only remaining pri- 
vately-operated means of direct com- 
munication tetween the United States 


and Germeny. 

Secretary Daniels announced that 
Capt. Bullard, in charge of the Naval 
Radio, had gone to take over the station 
and would continue its operation with 
naval forces. 

The Sayville wireless station has been 
the subject of much arscussion between 
German atthorities and representatives 
of her enemies. 

It has bee. contended that the power- 
ful tower communicated with German 
submarines and gave them information 
of sailing dates of ships bound for En- 
gland and France, and otherwise aided 
in the German submarine war. 

The managers of the plant said th:s 
was imovossible, as the powerful ap- 
paratus of the Sayville tower could nor 
be attuned to communicate with the 
smaller outfits carried by the U-boats. 

United States officers have been sta- 
tioned constantly at the wireless plant 
since the outbreak of the war, acting as 
censors anc seeking to guard against 
any unneutral action. 

Statement by Secretary Daniels. 

Secretary Daniels issued this state- 
ment: 

“It is understood that the Sayville 
radio station had made application to 
the Secretary of Commerce for a li- 
cense. The Secretary of Commerce de- 
clined to grant the license, and so in- 
formed the Secretary of the Navy, who, 
after a conference, directed Capt. Bul- 
lard, a&S the expert of the department, 
to take over and operate the station. 
Lieut. George R. Clark will be in con- 
trol of the station. 

“Capt. Bullard reached New York this 
morning, and will confer with the own- 
e. of the station in all that relates 
to the details of its operation. Prac- 
tically the same rules and regulations 
are now applicable to Tuckerton will be 
put in operation at Sayville.’’ 

There will be no change, so far as 
the public is concerned. Messages will 
be accepted as heretofore. The only dif- 
ference will be that naval operators in- 
stead of commercial employes will man 
the keys. The charges collected by the 
navy ewill be paid to the owning com- 
pany. 

Today’s action, which was taken un- 
der an executive order issued by Pres- 
ident Wilson giving the navy authority 
to take over “one or more” stations. 
was deemed necessary because of al- 
leged violations of neutrality by the 
company’s operations. It was charged 
that when the navy censors had left the 
wireless room for a minute or two, 
unneutral messages were sent, and that 
only by a difficult and trying super- 
vision could neutrality be strictly pre- 
served. 

Tuckerton Taken Over Earlier. 

The wireless station at Tuckerton, N. 
J., was taken over last September by 
the Government. Both stations now are 
able to communicate directly with Ger- 
many. 

It is said. .in naval quarters that there 
has been a conviction that German sub- 
marines were able to receive wireless 
messages sent from Sayville. High 
naval officers have told Secretary Dan- 
iels that they could not ascertain defi- 
nitely whether this were true unless 
the navy's own operators were in charge 
of the plant. That is understood to be 
one of the controlling reasons for the 
action of Secretary Daniels today. 

Secretary Redfield, in a letter to Sec- 
retary Lansing recommending that the 
United States take over the Sayville Sta- 
tion, said investigation had shown that 
all of the new sending station, for 
which license was asked, had been 
erected since the beginning of the war 
with apparatus made in Germany; that

THAW ON STAND 
DENIES ANIMOSITY 
TOWARD JEROME 


Prisoner Called as Witness for 
State in Hearing to De- , 
termine His Sanity. 


NEW YORK, &8—Harry K 
Thaw’s examination by counsel for the 
State, which began today in his sanity 


July 


trial, is expected to cover his entire ca- 


reer. Thaw’s testimony as a witnese# 


for himself dealt only with events 
since his escape from the Matteawan 
Asylum. 

Thaw was placed on the stand by 
his/ counsel at the very beginning of 
the hearing and the attorneys for the 
State were taken by surprise. They 
waived cross-examining him and an- 
nounced that they would place him on 
the stand later as a State witness. His 
examination today was the result. ' 

Thaw was asked, when called to the 
stand, if he had ever said he- had ho 
animosity toward William Travers Je- 
rome. “That statement is absolutely 
correct,”’ said Thaw. 

“When did you first learn that any 
rich men were interested in keeping you 
in Matteawan?”’ he was asked. 

“Financial Support” for Jerome. 

“Well, in April—I was examined ‘by 
palienists in February and March,” Thaw 
began, indicating later that he meant 
April, 1908. He said that at a habeas 
corpus hearing at White Plains in 1912 
on the question of his sanity there had 
“been considerable opposition’’ to him. 
He had been told, he declared, that 
Jerome had received ‘‘financial sup- 
port’’ to keep him in the institution 
and that newspaper articles+had inti- 
mated it. He read a statement from 
a newspaper quoting Jerome.as say- 
‘ing ‘certain people would he only too 
glad to have this fellow adjudged a lun- 
atic.’’ 

Thaw in explaining a letter he wrote 
while staying in Concord, N. H., ask- 
ing a man named Cooper.to use his 
influence with “State Senators and As- 
semblymen not to assist Jerome and his 
friends,"" said that he was conducting 
a publicity campaign in favor of his 
cause and that the letters were written 
in furtherance of the campaign. 

Thaw preduced a printed copy of a 
petition in his favor, which he said had 
been signed by 400,000 persons in all 
parts of the United States. 

Never Drove a” Horse to Death, 

Thaw was asked if in his youth he 
had ever driven a horse to death against 
the remonstrances of his family. “I 
most certainly never did,” he replied. 

Thaw was taken over history of his 
school and college days. He denied that 
there was any truth in the testimony of 

previous witnesses that while at Har- 
vard he had become violent during ian 
altercation at a pokers game. He was 
still on the stand when recess was taken. 

Counsel for both sides attached much 
importance te Thaw’'s ‘testimony’ realiz-

Towbost Hits Pier and Sinks.

Of the crew of % men, only six 
are known to have been saved. 

The storm was particularly severe in 
the West End of the city.’

Four persons were killed and several 
others were injured by the tornado In 
the western part of St. Charles County, 
within 45 miles of St. Louis, about 4 
o'clock yesterday afternoon. The same 
storm struck the city of St. Charles, 
doing much property damage, but in- 
juring no one, four steel 
coaches of a Wabash passenger train 
from the track at Gilmore.

It w 
reported that a Mrs. Thomas Flaherty 
of Dardenne, and one or two of her 
children, had been killed, but it Was 
learned later that Mrs. Meinert’s maiden 
name was Flaherty, and that confusion 
had resulted from this fact. A Mrs. 
Herman Oberlind of Wentzville, who 
was believed to have been killed, appears 
from the latest account to nave been 
severely injured. 

Woman and Daughter Hart. 

At St. Peter’s Mrs. Isanc Madding and 
her daughter Eleanor were severely in- 
jured, the mother’s wrist and three of 
the daughter's ribs being broken. A 
Mrs. Schappie, 70 years old, was struck 
on the head by a falling door. St. 
Peters, a town of 300, suffered heavy 
troperty damage, as did Wentzville. 

At Gilmore, 12 dwellings were unroofed 
but the hotel and saloon, the principal 
buildings of the town, were not dam- 
aged. 

Thousands of acres of. .corn were 
ruined and the damage to wheat, which 
had suffered from recent wet weather, 
was heavy. 

Mrs. Koenig, wife of a dairy farm 
proprietor at Wentzville, was crushed 
in the ruins of her home, which waa 
blown down. She died at 3 o’cfock this 
morning. Her 2-year-old daughter, whe 
was playing outside, was blown agains+ 
a fence and was bruised. Besides the 
Koenig home, barn and two silos, the 
brick house of F. J. Goelner and the 
homes of Henry Meyer and George 
Dierker at Wentzville were demolished, 
and other houses were unroofed.

FOUR PASSENGER 
CARS BLOWN FROM 
A MOVING TRAIN 


The most astonishing feat or the storm 
Was performed at Gilmore, 19 miles 
west of St. Charles and 42 miles from 
St. Louis, where four steel cars of the 
Wabash afternoon train, bound for 
Kansas City, were lifted from the track, 
and set down, without overturning, be- 
side the track, with only minor inju- 
ries to the passengers. 

The train, which left St. Louis at 
2:15 p. m., left at St. Charles a few 
minutes afte: 3, when the appearance 
of the sky was alarming, and the pas- 
sengers afterward remarked that the 
engineer had driven into the teeth of 
the storm. 

As the train neared Gilmore, passen- 
gers looked out of the windows into a 
cloud of rain and dust, and those in 
the sleepers and the observation car felt 
a jerk ag the blast tore from the train 
the mail car, the combination baggage 
smoking car, the chair car and the cafe 
car, leaving the locomotive and the 
four rear cars on the track. 

About 90 persons were on the derailed 
cars, and these got into the rear cars 
and were taken west by the locomotive, 
the track not having been damaged. 
Pear! Morris, a chair car passenger, said 
the car was lifted high in air, and that 
the passengers were thrown from their 
seats. Her clothing was torn and her 
brother, Earl Morris, was stunned and 
bruised. 

John Towl of Farmington, Mo., who 
with a companion went from the rear 
car to the derailed cars, said they were 
amazed to find no one killed. He be- 
lieved the steel cars prevented what 
might otherwise have been great loss of 
life. 

A dispatch from Kansas City today 
said the train arrived there at 2 a. m., 
with some of the bruised passengers on 
board. W. T. Cleary of Kansas City, 
a mail clerk, was the most severely in- 
jured, having cuts and bruises about 
the face and body. 

Three other mail clerks—W. C. White- 
head, St. Louis; Earl McKinley, St. 
Louls, and R. M. Botts, Webster Groves 
—who were bruised, left the train at 
Moberly and returned to St. Louis. 

H. H. Crawford of Fort Byron, IIL, 
a p&ssenger, said: ‘It turned black 
very suddenly and then before we knew 
what had happened, the four coaches 
were in the ditch. There is nothing left 
of Gilmore. We saw a man, apparently 
a section hand, who was trying to hold 
the station door shut, killed before our 
eyes.”’ 

(This was Fred Hunsel of Gilmore. 
section boss, who was killed by a heavy 
timber.) 

The wind also wrecked an iron trestle 
two miles east of Gilmore, known as 
Perruque bridge, 300 feet long and near- 
ly sixty feet high, completely taking it 
out.

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Cathedral Destroyed : 
on Ancient Abbey Site 


Y tragic coincidence the Ca- 

K thedral of Arras stood on the 

site of the ancient abbey of 

St. Vaast, which was razed by At- 
tilla and his Huns. 

The cathedral now destroyed was 
built between 1755 and 1833 to re- 
place the old abbey church, It con- 
tained some superb paintings, in- 
cluding a Descent frém the Cross 
and an Entombment, attributed re- 
spectively to Rubens and Van 
Dyck, and three tryptics and a fine 
head of Christ. One of the chapels 
contained a Madonna by Corot and 
two modern monuments of Bishops. 
In the south transept was a St. 
Bernand supplicating inspiration 
from. heaven, by Van Thalden. 

Probably § these art treasures 
were removed at the outbreak of 
the war. 

The cathedral had been shelled se- 
verely by the Germans and re- 
mained standing only because of its 
solid construction. From over the 
north door a shell tore a huge piece 
of stone, but did not penetrate the 
structure. Shells tore off columns, 
but the shells that entered the 
building and damaged it went 
through the roof and windows.

As It have cabled repeatedly, Ger- 
many will not give up her subma- 
rine war against British commerce, 
ships carrying ammunition, arms or 
war materials, ner modify its subma- 
rine pian in any way that might tend 
to lessen its effectiveness. In that 
reapect Germany seems immovable. 
Her attitude not to change her pol- 
icy against England one iota is the 
same today as it was six weeks ago. 

At first there was a deadlock between: 
Chancellor von Bethmann-Hollweg ani 
the Admiralty over the form of the 
note and the concessions the Ministry 
of Marine was willing to make. I have 
reason for believing that is now S8e:- 
tled and the Government here is prac- 
tieally agreed on the form, tenor and 
content# of the note. 

It appears now to have resolved itself 
into the question whether the conces- 
sions Germany is willing to make will 
be acceptable to America, and there is 
reason for assuming that an exchange 
of views is taking place between Berlin 
and Washington on that subject. 

Ambassador Gerard has been active in 
connection with the note in the last few 
days holding dally conferences at the 
Foreign Office with Under-Secretary 
Zimmerman. Mr. Gerard has no author- 
ity to make deals or negotiate, and can 
offer only suggestions as to possible so.

Were the safety of Americans crossing 
the Atlantic within the reasonable limits 
of restrictions which in no way affect 
either their pleasure or business, or 
freedom in coming and going, the only 
point at issue, Germany's note would 
wndoubtedly grant that.

Von Bernstorff Inquires if U. 8. Will 
Accept German Note Forms. 
WASHINGTON, July 8.—On instruc- 
tions from his Government Count von 
Bernstorff yesterday came to Wash- 
ington and asked Secretary Lansing if 
this Government will accept the sug- 
gestions, concerning submarine warfare, 
which were contained in sections of the 
German reply to the President's note 
received at the State Department Tues- 

day. 

Both Secretary Lansing and Count 
von Bernstorff declined to discuss the 
interview. It is understood that Secre- 
tary Lansing advised Count von Bern- 
storff that he has not received the 
l’resident’'s decision and therefore it 
was impossible for him to give a de- 
finite revly.

Soldiers Devote 10 Hours ‘to Digging to Every 10 
Minutes of Rifle Firing - Expenditure 
of Shells Enormous.

The wonderful accuracy and power ol 
modern artillery have driven armies 
underground as the only salvation from 
annihilation. At the same time the 
enormous numbers of men engaged ex- 
tend the flanks so far that turning 
movements are often impossible and 
battles must be decided by frontal op- 
erations. 

In the wars up to the Russo-Japanese 
war in 1904-1905 the Campaigns consisted 
lurgely in maneuvering the armies so 
as to threaten the enemy's flank. Now 
the important advantages are gained 
by maneuvering the heavy artillery so 
a: to bring a preponderance of fire to 
bear upon a definite length of the 
enemy’s front. 

The shattering power of high-explo- 
sive shells can reduce to a rubble 
round any structure on which they 
ere brought to bear. Consequently the 
n.ilitary engineer recognizes the physi- 
ca! limitation of the defense and adjusts 
his structures by utilizing mounds of 
sand or earth for parapets. The energy 
or the shell is largely used up in rais- 
ing a cloud of earth, most of which falls 
back in place. 

After a bombardment a line of field 
fortifications looks more like a _ spoli 
bank than a defensive work, but its 
resisting power may be little dimin- 
ished. The very irregularity aids in 
rendering the exact trench line less 
conspicuous, 


Soldiers With Pick and Shevel. 

Prolonged bombardment will in time 
festroy any trench, but an active de- 
fense can offset this by continuous ex- 
tension and reconstruction of the,lines 
of trenches. While the artillery of the 
defense counter-batters the attacking ar- 
tillery, the soldiers of the line wield 
'-eir picks and to repair the 
trenches. Instead of the dash and glory 
of historical warfare, the soldier of to- 
day has the prosaic task of devoting 
over 10 hours te trench work for every 
’ minutes spent in firing his rifle. 

The principle of trench warfare con- 
“sts in providing a number of lines of 
trenches so that if one is captured the 
next succeeding line can be held. By de- 
laying the enemy at each successiv> 
trench time is gained totbring up rein- 
forcements of men and artillery. 

The artillery is depended upon for 
bombardment and for action against 
jroups. Its Jong range and accuracv 
permit the batteries to be placed on the 
reverse slopes of hills from one to six 
niles in rear of the advanced lines 
tiere the guns are safe from observation 
“xcept by aeroplane scouts, and the gur 
crews are further protected by para- 
pets. So important is concealment that 
even in these protected locations the 
runs are screened by being placed in 
woods or orchards or by being covered 
with branches or with hay.

Any device is used, but the best 
of all is barbed wire.

Covered Trenches for Shelter. 

The trench guard must be close at 
hand, ready to man the firing trenches 
on a moment's notice. At the same time 
they cannot stay in the trenches during 
bombardment, as the protection is so 
slight that the losses would be excessive. 
This object is secured by having a 
cover crench close by, a deep narrow 
trench trom which entrance is obtained 
into underground shelters. 

Where a ravine or reverse hill slope 
is near enough, the cover trench con- 
sists merely of the line of entrances into 
the bombproofs. In these cellars, or 
bombproofs, the trench guard sleep, 2at 
and live during their 48-hour tour at 
the front. New detachments are then 
brought up to the front line, while the 
old guard goes back to the reserve for 
four days’ rest. 

Numerous passages are provided for 
the quic rush of the xoldiers from the 
cover trenches to the fiting trenches, If 
these were direct, the enemy's shrapnel 
might rake them and prevent the arrival 
of reinfprcements.

Mrs. Campbell received 
$115,611.29 of the money and her daugh- 
ter, Mrs. Eliza G. Buskham, got 
about $25,000 outright, while $90,498 was 
turned over to the trust company @s 
trustee for Mrs. Burkham. ‘The trust 
company, e@s executor, got $13,765.70 as 
commission for handling the income.

OLD TRAILS ROAD 


Automobile Club Names Dele- 
gates to Meeting at Kansas 
City Tomorrow. 


The Automobile Club of St. Louis to- 
day appointed two delegates to attend 
the meeting at Kansas City tomorrow 
called by the National Old Trails Asso- 
ciation to devise a plan to complete the 
construction of the Old Trails road be- 
tween St. Louis and Kansas City with- 
in a year. The delegates, selected by 
President kiiward Flesh of the Automo- 
bile Club, are M. F. Morse, secretary 
of the club, and Paul Fisher, editor of 
the club’s magazine. 

President Flesh said that the Automo- 
bile Club was willing to co-operate witn 
the Old Trails Association in completing 
the road. The road, 303 miles long, has 
been rockel for one-third of the dis- 
tance. 

Delegations will be sent to Kansas 
City by all the c viinties Intersected by 
the Old Trails road. Boone and Calla- 
way counties will send some of their 
strongest good roads boosters. The 
road has been rocked or graveled near- 
ly all the way through Boone and Cu!la- 
way counties. Columbia and Fulton 
each raised $100,000 for the construction 
of hard-surfaced roads radiating from 
each town. The Old Trails road is 
either of macadam or gravel construc- 
fion from Columbia to Fulton and from 
Fulton to Willlamsburg. The worst sec- 
tion of the road between St. Louis and 
Kansas City is in Montgomery County. 


Co-Operating With County. 
The people of Columbia and Fulton 


are co-operating with the County Court 
of Montgomery County to have road 
hard-surfaced through Montgomery 
County, thus completing an important 
link in the highway. It is expected that 
Warren and St. Charles counties also 
will undertake the work of completing 
the unrucked portions of the road in 
theese two counties. 

The St. Cnarles Rock road in St. Louis 
County forms a part of the Old Trails 
road. The Rock road is kept in exccl- 
lent repair at all times. It Nas been 
rocked in St. Charles County about half 
the distance to the Warren County line. 

The Old Trails road also has been 
rocked all the way acrogs Jackson Coun- 
ty and has been graded through Lafay- 
ette, Saline, Howard and Cooper coun- 
ties. The County Courts of several coun- 
ties have y-urchased tractor graders ts 
keep the roads graded at all seasons of 
the year, and a group of farmers in 
Montgomery County keep a long section 
of the roal well dragged. In ordinary 
weather the dragging of the road keeps 
it in good condition for automobile and 
wagon trafiic, but the heavy rains of 
the last two months have made the 
roads alinost impassable the greater 
part of the time. 

Would Increase Travel. 

Columbia and Fulton are showing the 
keenest interest of any tuwns on the 
route of tiie Old Trails road. The peopie 
of these towns are especially eager to 
have the rcad constructed, because It 
would mean a great increase in automo- 
bile travel across the State. The Na- 
tional Old Trails road has been rocked 
from Washington, through Marylan}, 
West Virginia, Pennsylvania, Ohio an. 
Indiana, aod work is being done on the 
Illinois stretch of it. The completion of 
the Missouri link of the road, it is ag- 
serted, would result in bringing a larg 
transcontinental automobile travel 
through the State. 

Many automobiles, even in the pres- 
ent condition of the roads, are making 
transcontinental tours, and in ordinary 
weather, six to eight machines cross 
Missouri every day, according to the 
Automobile Club of St. Louls. The com- 
pletion of the Missouri division of the 
road would add not less than $3,000,000 
of value to adjacent farm lands, in the 
opinion of the officials of the Old Trails 
Association.

State Highway Commisioner Frank 
Buffum of Louisiana will attend the 
meeting. He will be able to furnish ata- 
tistics as to the cost of the work.

The action of the Federal Government 
in permitting tthe shipment to come in 
through New Orleans, indicates a gén- 
eral loosening of the restrictions agathst 
Central American cattle, Bisbee said, 
ad is a result of a scarcity Im the 
country of beer cattie. This scar- 
city has grown alarming since the ship- 
ment of canned meat to nations at War 
in Europe, he said. The Business 
Men's League of St. Louis prevaiied 
on the United States Bureau of Ani- 
mal Industry to send a special inspector 
to Guatemala to test the cattle before 
they started. 

Bisbee said that the number of cattle 
in this country today is about 3,600,000 
head below normal. From Novy, 1, i9M, 
to last June 19, total meat exports 
from this country amounted to 471,521,000 
pounds as compared to 211,625,000 for 
that time the previous year, Bisbee 
found in looking up the records. 

The Central American cattle are pe- 
cullarly desirable for canning. Bisbee 
points out that they are inferior in 
weight, quality and condition to Texas 
range cattle and are about the same as 
native “‘common” cattle, which are 
sought for canning purposes. The de- 
mand for ‘‘common” cattle has exceed- 
ed the supply since the war began, and 
stockmen say that the southeastern 
states virtually are drained of them. 
Bisbee believes that, even with all the 
barriers to Central American cattle re- 
moved, the importations from there will 
not meet the demand. ! 2 

The 6000 animals bought by Raffety 
are all that the Guatemalan Govern- 
ment will allow to be exported for a 
year. The first 1000 will be taken to 
East St. Louis on a special stock train, 
decorated with banners.

The wonderful accuracy and power 0! 
modern artillery have driven armies 
underground as the only salvation from 
annihilation. At the same time _ the 
enormous numbers of men engaged ex- 
tend the flanks so far that turning 
movements are often impossible and 
battles must be decided by frontal op- 
erations. 

In the wars up to the Russo-Japanese 
war in 1904-190 the campaigns consisted 
lorgely in maneuvering the armies so 
as to threaten the enemy's flank. Now 
the important advantages are gained 
by maneuvering the heavy artillery so 
a: to bring a preponderance of fire to 
bear upon a definite length of the 
enemy’s front. 

The shattering power of high-explo- 
sive shells can reduce to a rubble 
round any structure on which they 
ere brought to bear. Consequently the 
n.ilitary engineer recognizes the physi- 
cal limitation of the defense and adjusts 
his structures by utilizing mounds of 
sand or earth for parapets. The energy 
ov the shell is largely used up in rais- 
ing a cloud of earth, most of which falls 
back in place. 

After a bombardment a 
fortifications looks more 
bank than a defensive work, but its 
resisting power may be little dimin- 
ished. The very irregularity afds in 
rendering the exact trench line less 
conspicuous. 


Soldiers With Pick and Shevel. 

Prolonged bombardment will in time 
destroy any trench, but an active de- 
fense can offset this by continuous ex- 
tension and reconstruction of the,lines 
of trenches. While the artillery of the 
defense counter-batters the attacking ar- 
tillery, the soldiers of the line wield 
'-eir picks and shovels to repair the 
trenches. Instead of the dash and glory 
of historical warfare, the soldier of to- 
day has the prosaic task of devoting 
over 10 hours te trench work for every 
% minutes spent in firing his rifle. i 

The principle of trench warfare con- 
cists in providing a number of lines of 
trenches so that if one is captured the 
next succeeding line can be held. By de- 
laying the enemy at each successiv> 
trench time is gained totbring up rein- 
forcements of men and artillery. 

The artillery is depended upon for 
bombardment and for action against 
jroups. Its Jong range and accuracv 
rermit the batteries to be placed on the 
reverse slopes of hills from one to six 
iniles in rear of the advanced lines

“xcept by aeroplane scouts, and the gur 
crews are further protected by para- 
pets. So important is concealment that 
even in these protected locations the 
runs are screened by being placed in 
woods or orchards or by being covered 
with branches or with hay. 


Gunrer Doesn't See Target. 
The man at the gun does not see his 
target. The observation of the objective 
of fire and of the effect of shots is 
carried out at a distant point. Infor- 
mation is telephoned in to the battery 
and calculation is made of the change 
in azimuth or elevation needed to cor. 
rect the landing point of the shots. In 
this way the objective of the gunfire 
may be changed from point to point as 

the progress of the action dictates. 
The close contact is maintained by 
the infantry, who depend upon the fir- 
ing trenches for their effecctve work. 
Those are deep narrow trenches with 
a steep revetted bank on the side to- 
ward the enemy.

will be conveniently placed for firing 
@ver the parapet. A large stock of car- 
tridges is placed on a bench cut in the 
parapet so that each man may con- 
tinue his flring without changing posi- 
tion. 

‘To give the man in the firing trench a 
still better chance to stop an attacking 
force the ground in front is covered 
with obstacles that will delay the 
enemy without affording any protec- 
Any device is used, but the best 
of all is barbed wire. It cannot be shot 
away, even if cut it coils up and en- 
tangles the feet. As chance offers, 
barbed wire is crisscrossed between the 
rosts until a formidable entanglement 
is obtained. 

Covered Trenches for Shelter. 

The trench guard must be close at 
hand, ready to man the firing trenches 
on a moment’s notice. At the same time 
they cannot stay in the trenches during 
bombardment, as the protection is so 
slight that the losses would be excessive. 
This object is secured by having a 
cover -rench close by, a deep narrow 
trench trom which entrance is obtained 
into underground shelters. 

Where a ravine or reverse hill slope 
is near enough, the cover trench con- 
sists merely of the line of entrances into 
the bombproofs. In these cellars, or 
bombproofs, the trench guard sleep, 2at 
and live during their 48-hour tour at 
the front. New detachments are then 
brought up to the front line, while the 
old guard goes back to the reserve for 
four days’ rest. 

Numerous passages are provided for 
the quic’s rush of the soldiers from the 
cover trenches to the firing trenches. If 
these were direct, the enemy’s shrapnel 
might rake them and prevent the arrival 
of reinfyrcements. To prevent this the 
commun cating trenches twist and turn 
so that ¢very part of the trench is pro- 
tected by the turn next ahead.

Shares of the Company Earned 
$165,000 of the $324,000 
Income for Eleven Months. 


The James Campbell estate, in the 11 
months between July 1. 1914, and June 
4,. last, earned $324,476.20. The principal 
single revenue of the estate comes from 
46,945 shares in the North American Co., 
which annually pays the @gestate about 
$165,000 in dividends. 

These facts were disciosed 
terday afternoon. when the Mercantile 
Trust Co., as executor, filed the first 
annual settlement of the Campbell es 
tate. 

The executor received assets amount- 
ing to $17,201,416.75 par value. This ‘s 
several hundred thousand dollars more 
than the inventory showed, and officers 
of the trust company stated it was 
probable the estate’s actual value woui-l 
prove to be about $17,000,000. 

An interesting fact shown in the set- 
tlement is that $24,200 was paid to physi- 
cians who attended Campbell in his 
last illness. Dr. Francis Delafield re- 
ceived $10,000; Dr. E. O. Parker, $5600: 
Dr. Emil A. Rundquist, $5600; Dr. 
George E. Brewer, $500; Dr. Henry T. 
Lee, $1700; Dr. T. C. Janeway, $100; Dr. 
A. Alexander Smith, $100, and Dr. W. 
Gilman Thompson, $600. 

Out of the $324,476 income, $295,385.58 
was paid out. Mrs. Campbell received 
$115,611.29 of the money and her daugh- 
ter, Mrs. Eliza G. Buskham, got 
about $25,000 outright, while $90,498 was 
turned over to the trust company 2s 
trustee for Mrs. Burkham. ‘The trust 
company, es executor, got $13,765.70 as 
commission for handling the income. 

According to the settlement the Samp- 
bell estate was paid in April a quafiterly 
dividend of $41,181.25 on 33,945 shares of 
North American Co. stock, or’ at the 
rate of 1% per cent. The estate’s divi- 
dend on 1009 shares of Me: cantile Trust 
stock at the same time was $1520. Quar- 
terly dividends averaging $1140 Were paid 
the Cainpbell estate on 456 shzares of 
common stock of the American Light 
and Traction Co. and a dividend of,$2689 
from Scullin-Gallagher Iron and Steel 
Co. stock, 

The executor disbursed $5,814,010.42, 
leaving a balance of $11,346,899. Most 
of the disbursements went to tha trus- 
tee, to be held according to the provi- 
sions of Campbell's will.

The Campbell estate paid $32,148.25 to 
the city for personal and real taxes for 
1914. It paid $3015.63 income tax to the 
Government for 1913. The . Mercantile 
Trust Co. received $200,000 in commis- 
sions for handling the estate during 
the 11 months.

Automobile Club Names Dele- 
gates to Meeting at Kansas 
City Tomorrow. 


The Automobile Club of St. Louis to- 
day appointed two delegates to attend 
the meeting at Kansas City tomorrow 
called by the National Old Trails Asso- 
ciation to devise a plan to complete the 
construction of the Old Trails road be- 
tween St. Louis and Kansas City with- 
in a year. The delegates, selected by 
President Kkdward Flesh of the Automo- 
bile Club, are M. F. Morse, secretary 
of the club, and Paul Fisher, editor of 
the club’s magazine. 

President Flesh said that the Automo- 
bile Club was willing to co-operate witn 
the Old Trails Association in completing 
the road. The road, 303 miles long, has 
been rockel for one-third of the dis- 
tance. 

Delegations will be sent to Kansas 
City by all the cviinties intersected by 
the Old Trails road. Boone and Calla- 
way counties will send some of their 
strongest good roads boosters. The 
road has been rocked or graveled near- 
ly all the way through Boone and Cu!la- 
Way counties. Columbia and Fulton 
cach raised $100,000 for the construction 
of hard-surfaced roads radiating from 
each town. The Old Trails road is 
either of macadam or gravel construc- 
tion from Columbia to Fulton and from 
Fulton to Williamsburg. The worst sec- 
tion of the road between St. ‘Louis and 
Kansas City is in Montgomery County. 


Co-Operating With County. 
The people of Columbia and Fuiton 


are co-operating with the County Cvurt 
of Montgomery County to have road 
hard-surfaced through Montgomery 
County, thus completing an important 
link in the highway. It is expected that 
Warren and St. Charles counties also 
will undertake the work of completing 
the unrocked portions of the road in 
theese two counties. 

The St. Cnarles Rock road in St. Louis 
County forms a part of the Old Trails 
road. The Rock road is kept in exccl- 
lent repair at all times. It Nas been 
rocked in St. Charles County about half 
the distance to the Warren County line. 

The Old Trails road also has been 
rocked all the way acrogs Jackson Coun- 
ty and has been graded through Lafay- 
ette, Saline, Howard and Cooper coun- 
ties. The County Courts of several coun- 
ties have y-urchased tractor graders ts 
keep the roads graded at all seasons of 
the year, and a group of farmers in 
Montgomery County keep a long section 
of the roal well dragged. In ordinary 
weather the dragging of the road keeps 
it in good condition for automobile and 
wazon trafiic, but the heavy rains of 
the last two months have made the 
roads alinost impassable the greater 
part of the time. 

Would Increase Travel. 

Columbia and Fulton are showing the 
keenest interest of any tuwns on the 
route of tiie Old Trails road. The peopie 
of these towns are especially eager to 
have the rcad constructed, because it 
would mean a great increase in automo- 
bile travel across the State. The Na- 
tional Old Trails road has been rocked 
from Washington, through Marylan], 
West Virginia, Pennsylvania, Ohio an. 
Indiana, 20d work is being done on the 
Illinois stretch of it. The completion of 
the Missouri link of the road, it is ag- 
serted, would result in bringing a large 
transcontinental automobile travel 
through the State. 

Many automobiles, even in the pres- 
ent condition of the roads, are making 
transcontinental tours, and in ordinary 
weather, six to eight machines cross 
Missouri every day, according to the 
Automobile Club of St. Louls. The com- 
pletion of the Missouri division of the 
road would add not less than $3,000,090 
of value to adjacent farm lands, in the 
opinion of the officials of the Old Trails 
Association. P

The action of the Federal Government 
in permitting the shipment to core In 
through New Orleans, indicates a gén- 
eral loosening of the restrictions agafhet 
Central American cattle, Bisbee said, 
ad is a result of a scarcity in the 
country of beer cattle. This scar- 
city has grown alarming since the ship- 
ment of canned meat to nations at War 
in Europe, he said. The Business 
Men's League of St. Louis prevatied 
on the United States Bureau of Ani- 
mal Industry to send a special inspector 
to Guatemala to test the cattle before 
they started. 

Bisbee said that the number of cattle 
in this country today is about 3,600,000 
head below normal. From Novy. 1, i9, 
to last June 19, total meat exports 
from this country amounted to 471,521,000 
pounds as compared to 211,625,000 for 
that time the previous year, Bisbee 
found in looking up the records. 

The Central American cattle are pe- 
cullarly desirable for canning. Bisbee 
points out that they are inferior tn 
weight, quality and condition to Texas 
range cattle and are about the same as 
native ‘“‘common” cattle, which gre 
sought for canning purposes. The @Ge- 
mand for ‘‘common” cattle has exceed- 
ed the supply since the war began, and 
stockmen say that the southeastern 
states virtually are drained of them. 
Bisbee believes that, even with all the 
barriers to Central American cattle re- 
moved, the importations from there will 
not meet the demand. 

The 6000 animals bought by Raffety 
are all that the Guatemalan Govern- 
ment will allow to be exported for a 
year. The first 1000 will be taken to 
East St. Louis on a special stock train, 
decorated with banners. The New Or- 
leans Association of Commerce has is- 
sued invitations to outside busineés men 
to witness the handling of the shipment. 
The shipment will arrive in Faat Sst.

Communi- 
cating trenches must be provided from 
the first line all the way back until the 
hills or folds in the ground will protec* 
the rest of the route. Thus, for a zone 
of approximately a mile along the battle 
front, every move must be made in deep 
trenches. 
Firing Trenches Not Continuous. 

The firing trenches at the front are 
not necessarily continuous. They are 
required only to oppose an advance ol 
the enemy along gulleys or valleys or 
through woods. The open spaces are 
fully covered by artillery and machine 
gun fire. The connecting trenches, how- 


practically continuous line. 

Everywhere provision is made for 
protection against enfilading fire. The 
communicating trenches are zigzagged, 
or are defiladed by roofing them over 
with logs and mounds of earth at short 
intervals. The firing trenches are also 
defiladed by offsets, or traverses, at 
intervals of about 12 yards. The tra- 
verses furnish raised mounds, or para- 
pets, extending across the line of the 
trench and protect the soldiers from 
flank attack. 

The above description covers only one 
firing line and its appurtenances. Re- 
serve lines similar to these are dug in 
rear, at least two of them. As the sap- 
ping operations gain ground toward the 
enemy, lines are constructed every 
1” vards or so. If the enemy’s lines 
are captured they are reconstructed for 
the use of the captors. At times these 
operations may lead to an army’s hav- 
ing 19 or more parallel lines of trenches 
along a short length of' front. 

After the Simple lines of trenches are 
completed the troops are kept at work 
improving them. Deeper bombproof 
shelters are constructed and concrete is 
nade use of for supporting and retaining

walls. To take care of the ground water 
a complete drainage system is dug out 
with ditches or drain pipes leading to a 
natural outlet or to a sump from which 
the water is pumped away. After a 
few weeks occupation: the line of en- 
trenchments becomes a semi-permanent 
fortification, with underground cham- 
bers and communicating trenches. 
Defensive .Trench Warfare. 

In defensive tactics the trenches servc 
to strengthen a line so that the forces 
holding it can be reduced to a minimum 
The troops thus released can then be 
concentrated at another point where an 
attack is to be made. The line is held 
by maintaining a trench guard in the 
cover trenches of the advanced line. A 
few sentinels are placed in the firing 
trenches, but the main dependence for 
detecting an advance of the enemy's 
forces is placed on the concealed ob- 
servation stations and on the aero serv 
ice. 

THe trench guard furnish only a de- 
laying resistance while the forces in the 
rear are taking their positions. The 
main line of resistance is far enough 
back of the first line to give plenty of 


time for the warning and forwarding of 


reinforcements. The principal bodies of 
troops are ‘kept back where they will 
not be subjected to bombardment. 


The front line is then held by a line of 


sentinels, the 
trench guard from the cover trenches 
About 300 yards to the rear are support- 
ing bodies who either reinforce the ad- 
vance trench defenders or etse hold a 
line to which the trench guard falls 
back. Still farther the rear, in a 
central sheltered position, is maintaine.| 
a large reserve which is charged witt 
the duty of maintaining the fighting 
strength of a definite length of front, 
which for a European regiment of 30! 
men would be about half a mile.

This organization provides successive 
increases inthe strength of the resist- 
anee to attack. The main object is to 
stop the enemy if possible or else to 
celay his forces until reinforcements 
can be,brought up. Even where the 
attack is strong enough to break 
through, the above tactics delay opéra- 
tions so much that troops can be rushed 
in from both sides to form a new line 
in rear of the weakened point. 

The aggressor in trench warfare has 


to use similar tactics for his infantry 


and must, above all, have a preponder- 
ance of artillery. Without the latter 
an advance would result only in slaugh- 
ter. 

The advance is prepared by placing the 
batterles of artillery in concealed posi- 


tions from which their fire can be con- 
‘entrated on the vicinity of the point 
selected for attack. Information is care- 
fully gathered as to the location of the 
enemy's batteries and lines of trenches. 
At a prearranged signal the trenches 
und the ground in rear are bombarded 
With high explosive shells™in order tv 
drive out the defenders. Probably ar- 
tullery locations and communicating 
trenches are raked with shrapnel fire. 
Close watch is kept of the effect of the 
ire and of any movement of the enemy 
that can by any possibility be detected. 


The troops for the assault are mean- 
while gathered in the most advanced 
trenches. When the enem:’s infantry 
and artillery seem to be driven to cover 
the signal for the advance is given. 
The attackers scrambie up out of their 
trenches. Selected groups rush forward 
to cut the enemy's wire entangleme its 
or to blow up the obstacles in front of 
his parapet. The rest follow close be- 
hind with bayonets fixed for the . d- 


to-hand struggle with the enémy’s men 
that still remain in the conflict. 

All the time the supporting artillery 
must keep up its fire. tI must quickly 
locate and silence any hostile guns that 
open fire. on the attacking‘ troops. I 
must also cover wtih its fire all the 
ground in advance of its own troops so 
as to prevent the’ enemy from moving 
up réinforcements. The expenditure of 
shells and shrapnel! thus mounts up to 
enormous figures. 

So accurate is the ballistic contro! that 
artillery hre is kept up over the heads 
of the attacking troops and the shell 
and shrapnel fuses can be cut to burst 
Only 400 yards beyond = them.:

Corporation Finally Approves 
Purchase Plan of Street Rail- 
way Commission. 


Special to the Post-Dispatch. 
DETROIT, Mich., July 8.—One year to 


a day afte: the Bemis appraisal of the 
street railway lines was authorized, .° 
Detroit United Railway officers anil 
counsel have agreed to a pian proposed 
by the Municipal Street Railway Com- 
mission for the purchase of the lines. 

A letter from Jere C. Hutchins, presi- 
dent of the company, announcing that 
the company had approved the com- 
mission's purchase plan, was received 
shortly before the méeting of the coni- 
mission Tuesday. The company held out 
to the last mintité allowed in the com- 
mission’s uitimatum beforé Aagreéeéing un- 
equivocally te the plan of purchase. 

An earlier letter, couched in rather 
vague terms, had expressed general ap- 
proval of the purchase plan, but some 
reservations made the document unsat- 
isfactory to the commissioners. The 
first letter was largely devoted to re- 
buking the commissioners for making 
public their ultimatum. The final letter 
of acceptance stated that the company 
would recommerid the acceptance of the 
city’s offer to the stockholders and di- 
réctors at the adjourned meeting, July 
14.

Directors Hold Proxies. 

As the directors hold proxies for the 
majority of the shareholders and as they 
authorized the attorneys and officers to 
negotiate with the city, little doubt is 
felt. that the sale plans will be ap- 
proved. 

Formal approval of the purchase plan 
Was withheld by the commission yés- 
terday, although it was tentatively 
O K’d., Commissioner Dodge's absence 
made final action by the board impossi- 
ble. The company was given until 
Aug. 2 to obtain ratification of the sale 
plan by the trustees for the stockhold- 
érs. Unless the trustees indicate their 
approval and their willingness to be 
parties to a suit for specific perform- 
ance in the Circuit Court, the commis- 
sion will not submit the purchase to 
the people.

CARUTHERSVILLE 
BANK EMPLOYE 
~ CANNOT GET BAIL 


Feeling Bitter Toward C. F. 
Scoggin, Who Has Confessed 
to Shortage in Accounts. 


By a Staff Correspondent of the Post- 
Dispatch. 
CARUTHERSVILLE, Mo., July 8.—C, 
[. Scoggin, assistant cashier of the Peo- 
ples’ Bank of Caruthersville, and City 
Treasurer, who has confessed to a 
shortage said to be $26,000 in his ac- 
counts with the bank is still in the coun- 
ty jail here because no one will go on 

his bond. 

His peculations, coming so close upon 
the heels of the looting of the Pemiscot 
County Bank of this city a year ago, 
has made the -public extremely bitter 
against him. Depositors in the Peoples’ 
bank are apparently secured against 
loss. The Bank Commissioner arranged 
today to appoint a special agent under 
the new banking law to take charge of 
the institution. 

The shortage of $25,000 wiped out the 
bank's surplus of $17,000 and impaired 
the capital stock $4000. This $4000 has 
been replaced by indfvidual directors 
and officers so that the institution has 
teen declared solvent. but it was the 
wish of the directorate that the Bank 
Commissioner take charge until the 
exact condition has been ascertained 
The bank undoubtedly will be reopened, 
but whether as the same bank or as a 
new National bank is not yet decided. 

Feeling Against Scoggin Bitter. 

Scoggin sureties will be sued on his 
$11,000 bond. The resentmert against 
Scoggin is greatly intensified by his ad- 
raission that he was appropriating 
money for his own use the entire time 
the A. C. Tindle affair was causing 
great excitement throughout the coun- 
ty. Tindle, the cashier, looted the Pem- 
iscot bank of more than $400,000, in- 
cluding a large part of county funds on 
deposit there. As a result public im- 
provements have been halted, county 
warrants in many instances have been 
discounted 50 per cent, some schools 
have been unable to run and others 
have had their terms shortened. 

Tindle is serving a six-year term in 
the penitentiary. This with a bad crop 
year has made times rather hard in this 
ordinary prosperous community. Some 
of the friends of Scoggin have advised 
him not to try to get out on bond until 
rublic bitterness against him has had 
time to weaken. There have been no 
threats of concerted violence, but it has 
been feared that a few individuals who 
have suffered greatly might be tempted 
to private vengeance. 

Has Wife and Child, 

Scoggin comes of a _ respectable 
family and was born and educated 
here. He is 29 years old, has a wife 
and one child. The amazing thing 
about the whole affair is what he 
has done with the money. He is fru- 
gal in his personal habits, never was 
known to be a drinker or a gambler, 
never speculated on the markets, did 
not own an automobile, and in fact 
was considered rather close by his 


he has spent almoSt.his entire time 
in Caruthersville, making a trip to 
St. Louis over night about once a 
year and two overnight trips a year 
to Memphis. He owns his home, but 
it is not a pretentious one. 

As assistant cashier he received a 
salary of $100 a month and as City 
Treasurer, $25 a month. He had a small 
income from a plumbing business in 
which he is interested, but the aggre- 
gate could not have been over $150. His 
expenses in the town have been consid- 
ered well within that amount. Yet he 
has confessed that for five years he has 
been taking $5000 a year from the bank, 
giving him an average income of. be- 
tween $500 to $600 a. month. 

He declares he does not know what 
he has done with.the extra money, 
although he is able to account for 
every penny of his legitimate salary. 
No one has yet been able to get any 
satisfactory reply from him. His 
answer to all questions is “I don’t 
know where it went.” Once he made 
the rather absurd response to a ques- 
tion, “Well, you know I buy a great 
deal of candy.” 

“Gossip on the street here is divided 
between the theories that he has hid- 
den the money away somewhere and 
that he had an accomplice who han- 
dled it for him. Thus far, however, 
both theories apparently are founded 
moré on surmise than on any tangible 
intormation. The young man’s mother 
is said by R. L. Ward, *attorney- for 
the bank, to have said to him: “claude, 
if you took that money, you've still 
got it. Give it up.” 

Hew Shortage Was Found. 
Directors of the bank today gave to 
a Post-Dispatch reporter the first au- 
thentic account as to how the short- 
age was discovered. Last Wednesday a 
bank examiner dropped in unexpectedly 
to go over the books. Scoggin assisted 
him and everything went along smooth- 
ly until the examiner asked for the in- 
dividual deposit ledger. As he read off 
the amounts, Scoggin noted them on an 
adding machine, and when he had fin- 
ished totaled them, Kecently, in Kan- 
sas City, a method of juggling an add- 
ing machine so that.a desired total 
can be reached, which is not correct, 
had been discovered. Since then it has 
been custemary for examiners to check 
the figures over themselves. 

This one did so, and to his amasze- 
ment found a difference of §2600 be- 
tween the items as he added them and 
as scoggin added. them. Scoggin then 
was required to make a new total. This 
time his figures agreed with those of 


y 
on another machine, and for the third 


time they agreed as against Scoggin’s 
first total. 

The examiner told Scoggin he would 
have to explain the discrepancy. The 
young man left the bank and telephoned 
James J. Long, the cashier, to meet 
him at his plumbing shop. When Long 
got there Scoggin said: “I guess you 
know why I wanted to see you.” Long 


what he had done with the $2600. 
Took About $100 a Day, 

Scoggin is said to have replied, ‘‘What 
I have taken runs nearer $25,000 than 
£2600.’ 
He then sat with Long until after mid- 
hight, giving him the details of the 
thefts. He explained that he would 
take cash from the counter, never more 
than $100 a day. .The bank’s system is 
ta require its cash on hand to check up 
every night with the deposits and with- 
drawaB. Scoggin by identically the same 
trick with the adding machine as wher 
he had attempted to fool the examiner, 
Was able to show each night any appar- 
cnt balance of cash and credits. 

He explained also that when the ex- 
aminers were here he would remove 
sheets from a loose-leaf ledger and con- 


replied in the affirmative and asked “a 


Fadel appear to balance. He told Long 
where a certain number of leaves Ahus 
abstracted could be found. Afterward 
they were found to be where he head 
vaid. He turned over a key to his safe- 
deposit box. In this were found $1360 in 
cash and some personal jewels. 

Before his arrest Scoggin appeared be- 
fore ‘the board of directors and was 
subjected to a grilling examination as 
to what he had done with the money, 
Lut insisted he could not remember. It 
was pointed out that, according to his 
statement, he must have abstracted 
about $700 in June. 


He could remember what he had 
done with his salary for that month, 
but said he could not recall where 
the other money had gone. He has 
made a contract to deed his home, 
his investment in a building and loan 
association, and a $300 surrender 
value on a life insurance policy over 
to the bank. 4s yet he has not turned 
any of them over. 

Those who saw. him at the jail. be- 
fore Sheriff Stubblefield ordered last 
night that he be kept incommuni- 
cado, declare he is cheerful, assuring 
his friends that everything will come 
out all right in the end,

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MR. WALSH’S WORK. 

In his speech at the City Club, Frank P. Walsh 
described his office in the chairmanship of the 
Industrial Relations Committee as that of an in- 
vestigator in distinction from the judicial func 
tion. He said his commission was creased and 
given power to bring out facts not to smother 
them. ; 

It goes without saying that a searching investi- 
gation of industrial conditions would cause crit- 
icism and opposition. The great interests, wheth- 
e: of capital or labor, which are guilty of in- 
4ustice, lawlessness or evil practices, do not want 
the light. They want darkness. They protest bit- 
terly against the probe. 

The probe, however, is needed. The greatest 
power working for good—for civilization—in so- 
cial, industrial and political conditions, is the 
power of publicity. The remedies for sores in so- 
ciety which threaten the soundness and stability 
of our institutions and menace the public welfare 
are light and air. The evils must be uncovered 
and their nature and causes made known. 

It is not easy to get facts about wrong con- 
ditions. The probe requires a fixed determination 
and a strong hand. Pointed questions and effic- 
ient methods that reach vital facts often seem 
discourteous. They have the effect of blows. 

We will hot quarrel with the methods and man- 
ners of Mr. Walsh and his associates if they have 
brought out the truth. The results of the inquiry 
will measure the value of the work. That much 
information, which has informed and potently in- 
fluenced public opinion and has disclosed menac- 
ing evils, has been made public cannot be denied. 
The report of the commission with its conclu- 
sions will disclose whether sufficient data has 
been obtained to serve as a broad foundation for

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SOME WEATHER, EH? 

It has been quite a spell since we editorially 
noticed the weather. . This appears to be the ‘sort 
of weather we pray for in years of drouth, and 
one explanation of its unusualness may be that 
it is in answer to last year’s supplications. Mer- 
ciful Providence may be making up generously 
for past delays. & 

It is cool and refreshing. Some theorists believe 
that European cannons are our rainmakers—a 
flattering unction to the sublime power of the 
Kaiser. A theorist nearer home suggests that 
the bombardment over the way has tilted up the 
axis of the earth so that we are 250 miles north 
of where we used to be. 

Again, the coolness may be only fancied. The 
crowth of prohibition makes it seem cooler in 
scme quarters. And it may be internal—we are 
not so feverishly excited over baseball as we have 
been sometimes. The high cost of living, with 
its corresponding lowness of food consumption, 
would tend to reduce temperature. So, too, we 
may be less temperamental than formerly. 

President Wilson asked everybody to keep cool. 
And let us not forget that the melting pot hasn’t 
been working much lately. All of these matters 
beve their influence. Whatever the explanation, 
the fact of such agreeable atmospheric condi- 
tions barring rain, is one for felicitation and pro- 
found gratitude. Conversationally, the tempera- 
ture has done much to ameliorate the horrors 
of war, and we fervently hope to see it continue— 
the weather; not the war. 
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THE DOUBLE SCHOLASTIC LIFE. 

Dental work on the teeth, scars on the body, 
seven out of nine points in Bertillon measure- 
ments besides facial and mental resemblances 
support the belief that Prof. Frank Holt, des- 
perate dynamiter and suicide, and Prof. Erich 
Muenter were one and the same person. 

Proof of this belief would establish one of the 
most remarkable of cases of concealed identity. 
Erich Muenter, member of a Wisconsin family, 
studied at Chicago, taught at Lawrence, Kan., 
took a degree at Harvard and became an in- 
structor in that institution, showing unusual 
ability as a linguist. His wife, whom he had 
married in 1902, died in 1906 and is supposed to 
have been poisoned. 

Muenter, suspected of the crime, took the body 
to Chicago for burial and immediately disap- 
peared, abandoning two small children. He was 
reported in a California town, after which the 
Massachusetts authorities lost all trace of him. 

Frank Holt crossed from Mexico into Texas 
in 1908, engaged in a land venture at Browns- 
town and at Fort Worth interrupted a trip to 
Chicago to qualify for entrance to the senior class 
of the Polytechnic College at that place. He 
graduated in 1909, was appointed a teacher in 
the institution, became an earnest worker in the 
Methodist church, married a daughter of:the Rev. 
0. F. Sensabaugh. 

Later Holt taught in Oklahoma, was .a profes- 
sor at Vandervilt University in 1912, flunking 
half of one of his classes when he left, taught in 
Emery and Henry College, Virginia; taught at 
Cornell during 1914-15, and had an appointment 
for the ensuing year-at the Southern Methodist 
University at Dallas, Tex. He was a remarkable 
linguist and some publisher may now have sev- 
eral thousands dollars invested in a series of Ger- 
man textbooks of which he was the author but 
which may not now be saleable. 

If Holt really was Muenter, the lesson is that 
a fugitive from justice who plans to make sure 
his get away should lead a scholastic double life, 
become a faculty member, change frequently and 
fearlessly to, institutions in all parts of the toun- 
try. Allenists must decide what light this double 
life throws on his sanity. 


Holt did not hesitate to accept appointments in 
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which his new scholastic life would cross the | 
lines of his olld scholastic life. Last summer he 
spent at New England summer resorts where he 
exposed himself to the peril of recognition by per- 
sons who had known him at Harvard, but escaped 
undetected.

THE MISSOURI PACIFIC’S NEW BIRTH. 

The whole Southwest has every incentive to 
co-oporate in the success of the plan for refunding 
the securities and obligations of the Missouri 
Pacific and Iron Mountain systems. 

The $25,000,000 in short-time notes that have 
been twice renewed under circumstances involv- 
ing at least some humiliation to a great railroad 
is not the only point of weakness in Missouri 
Pacific finance. 

Millions in other obligations that come due 
in the next five years aggregate, with the notes, 
a total of $79,308,000. All these obligations are 
provided for in long advance of maturity by the 
refunding plan. 

The demoralization and loss of a receivership 
are avoided. This menace, which, under a less 
comprehensive plan might secur at intervals, is 
placed so far in the future as to afford ample 
opportunity for putting the road on a basis of 
rermanent prosperity. 

Details of the plan weld the two systemg more 
firmly, avoid the costliness of hand-temouth 
finance, consolidate outstanding issues ahd re- 
duce by several millions the fixed charges on 
secured indebtedness. 

That the road’s bankers attempt a refinancing 
operation on so gigantic a scale, in the midst 
of wartime uncertainties, attests faith in its pres- 
ent possibilities and confidence in its futuré. 
It will effect an improvement in the credit and 
business standing of the system as great as Pres- 
ident Bush has already brought about in its phys- 
ical status and equipment and operating methods. 

Directed by the policies of practical railroad- 
ing, instead of exploitation, and dedicated to the 
service of the people of St. Louis and the South- 
west, the road will virtually be re-created and 
enabled to enter on the most promising phase of 
its history since the blight of Gould control 
began. 


GREATER ST. LOUIS. 

In last Sunday’s Post-Dispatch, Julius Haller, 
President of the Board of Aldermen, gave a num- 
ber of excellent reasons why St. Louis and its 
suburbs should be united and form one city— 
the Greater St. Louis, a metropolis in a fair way 
to reach the million mark in population within a 
short period. 

The suburbs would undoubtedly receive ,the 
greater benefit of the consolidation, in better fire 
and police protection, lower water and gas rates, 
better schools, sewer connections, improved 
streets and roads and an influx of real estate buy- 
ers and new residents. Suburbs now at a stand- 
still would take on new life and prosperity. 

On the other hand, thousands of city people 
who now do business in town, but Ifve in the sub- 
urbs, would be benefited by the lower car fares, 
lower water and gas rates, better school facili- 
ties, better police protection, and improved drain- 
age. One of the most important gains to these cit- 
izens would be that they would be able to vote in 
city elections, their entire’ interest. being then 
within the corporate limits. St. Louis loses much 
at each election, owing to the fact that large 
numbers of her most progressive men ¢an only 
vote in the county. These benefits would offset 
the increase in taxes. : 

This union is inevitable sooner or later. It can 
be brought about by a determined movement of 
interested citizens in a comparatively short time. 
Political influences would, of course, have to be 
fought, but a majority vote of the interested dis- 
tricts would settle the matter of popular prefer- 
ence. And an act of the Legislature could then 
be obtained to authorize the change.

HOUSEHOLD HELPS, 


W. J. T.—Cucumber pickling methods: 
First, when the fresh vegetable is put 
into dry salt; second, when put into 
strong brine; third, when put directly 
into vinegar. There is little difference 
in the result when made by either of 
the first two methods. The first method 
seems to be the best for the person who 
has only a smal! cucumber patch from 
which only a few pickles in their best 
condition can be picked each day, These 
may be put into a firkin or stone jar, 
covered with salt, as they are picked 
from day to day, and will be just as 
wood if it takes several weeks to col- 
lect the desired aMount. If one buys 
the cucumbers it is easier to do the 
whole operation at once. In all cases. 
use a stone jar or clean wooden firkin 
for the brine, and later for the vinegar; 
the jar is to be preferred. In handli 
the cucumbers, be careful not to br 
the skin, and be sure that all earth is 
removed from them. Handle them as 
little as possible, and use only a wood- 
en spoon. In cooking, use porcelain or 
enamel-lined saucepans, as the acid in 
the vinegar will dissolve the lead in 
the lining of some saucepans, and cor- 
rode copper or brass which gives a 
harmful solution and one which is ab- 
sorbed by the pickles. Unglazed stone 
jars are the best for keeping pickles 
and, when glass preserving jars are 
used, those with glass tops are much to 
be preferred. When metal-topped jars 
are used, one sometimes finds the tops 
almost entirely eaten away. Wide- 
monthed bottles with corks do well 
enpugh, if more convenient. If a large 
quantity ie to be made, stone farses are 
Scalding pickles in 
salted water will cause them to ab- 
sorb vinegar more quickly, but will 
render them less crisp. Pickles, if 
scalded. should be allowed to dry be- 
fore they are put into the vinegar. Use, 
strong, pure cider vinegar, as the pres- 
the pickle depends upon 
vinegar should alwave 
when used, unless other- 
wise stated. The least quantity of wa- 
ter, even a wet spoon, put into the 
pickle jar will Spoil its contents. When- 
ever spices are put into the vinegar or 
not is wholly a matter of taste. They 
must be omitted at will from any recipe.

U.S. MUSTLEAD IN 
PROPOSING PEACE 
JANE ADDAMS SAYS 


Belligerents Will Not Act for 
Fear of Being Thought to Be 
Weakening She Asserts. 


By Leased Wire From the New York 
Bureau of the Post-Dispatch. 


NEW YORK, July &.—‘‘No-country ai 
war will negotiate for peace or show 
any desire for such negotiations for fear 
it may appear as a weakening of their 
forces,”” said Miss Jane Addams, found- 
er of Hull House, Chicago, who has re- 
turned to New- York after a three 
months’ tour of the capitals of the war- 
ring nations, as chairman of the Inter- 
national Congress of Women of The 
Hague. She is convinced that the Unit- 
ed States must play the leading part in 
efforts to end the war. 

“I am positive,”’ she continued,’ ‘‘that 
all the belligerent countries would wil!- 
ingly consider peace proposals if they 
were made by a council of neutral na- 
tions. The nations at war have come tu 
feel that war is a very unsatisfactory) 
way of settling governmental difficul 
ties. The United States should co-oper- 
ate with all the other neutral nations 
in an effort to save Europe from suicide. 
tf am waiting to hear from President 
Wilson when he will give me an oppcr- 
tunity to tell him of my impressions.”’ 

*‘We found all the Prime Ministers and 
foreign officers eager to receive us and 
cigcuss our proposal] to find some sub- 
stitute for war. Il am sure if peace could 
Le effected with honor, the warring na- 
tions would welcome it. They are eager 
for some other method of settling their 
disputes and now is the time for th: 
United States to act. : 

“Our object in visiting the Govern- 
ments was to present the resolutiona 
crawn up at the congress at The Hague 
and to urge the calling of som: sort of a 
conference of nations for negotiations. 
»»@ did not discuss the cause of war or 
talk of peace. For the most part our 
audiences were composed of persons 
who had dear sons at the front, many 
of them had suffered severe personal 
sorrows because of the war, and to dis- 
cuss such matters would have been like 
going into a house death had visited 
and telling the relatives what they 
should have done. It would have bee: 
brutal. . 

“The Pope, and, in fact, the whole 
world, believes that President Wilson 
is the one to found the~--neutral coun- 
cil of nations and that the United States 
is the only country far enough away 
from the war to be able to do it. 

“The Women’s Congress has. been 
able only to submit its resolutions and 
seek means of ending this terrible war, 
but it is for the neutral countries, led 
by the United States, to submit nego- 
tiations and bring about peace. 

“‘We are not for ‘peace at any price.’ 
We are urging some substitute for war 
and its horrors. The sooner the best 
minds in thé world co-operate on this 
thing.the better. All the neutral coun- 
tries look to the United States to lead 
and it is for us to act.”

Dr. Anna Howard Shaw will preside.

CITY $4400 A YEAR 


Spur to City Sanitarium to Be Com-

France Wants Gold. 

“Why the appeal for gold is made in 
France, the French Bank's” statement 
shows. Its circulations has increased 
$22,470,000 in the week, $48,000,000 in a 
month, $457,000,000 since December and 
$1,257,000,000 as compared with a year 
ago. “This can mean nothing except 
that the Government is paying its war 
expenses very largely with the note 
issues of the Bank of France. This is 
not quite the forced loan fiat money ex- 
pedient with which our Government 
similarly paid its bills in the Civil War, 
but at some point, such é¢xpansion in the 
French Bank note issues not supported 
by a proportionate increase of the gold 
reserve, Will mean outright depreciation 
of the currency. 

“The Bank of England's weekly re- 
port was°much more favorable than any 
recent sRowing; gold holding rose $5.,- 
800,000 and loans were reduced $75,009.- 
000. But the ratio of reserve to liabil- 
ity is still extremely low. Even with 
the increase for this week, it stands at 
17% per cent, — 505% a year ago.”’

These statistics are 12,787 bales more than 
census bureau’s preliminary estimate of last 
March, and J]68,830 bales more than estimated 
by the Department of Agriculture crop re- 
porting beard last December. Linters cotton, 
row being used extensively in manufacturing 
sheils for bie guns, amounted to 79,464 bales, 
making a total of production of 16,926,304 
ecuivalent 3o00-pound bales of cotton includ- 
ing linters. 

Texas alone produced mo 
fourth of the crop, 4,592,112 bales—-Georeia 
one-sixth of the crop, 2.718,087 bales. These 
states with Alabaina, South Carolina, Okla- 
homa and Mississippi produced more than 
four-fifths of the entire crop. Alabama's 10- 
tal was 1.751.475 bales: South Carolina, 1,- 
633,810; Oklacoma. 1,262,176. and Miseis- 
sippi, 1.245.555.

Crop Expert Le Count’s report 
from Madison, Wis., wired to A. C.

Fields are 
coming into head and are unuswally 
free from red rust. Weather is cold, 
with heavy rain last night. This cold, 
wet weather is not injuring small 
grain here, but is very bad for corn.’ 

B. W. Snow’s report, wired to Fred 
Wallace, said: 

“The Government report will prob- 
ably show a low condition for corn. 
the low figure will be based entirely 
upon the lateness of the plant and 
the lack of seasonal field cultiva- 
tion. It being admitted that the only 
thing seriously wrong with the crop 
is its lateness, the possibilities of 
future development are important. 
“The situation in the south half of 
the corn belt is reasonably satisfac- 
tory, the lateness in that section not 
being: serious in view of the usual 
margin of safety through length of 
season. The uncertain situation is 
in the north half of the belt, say 
north of a line extending through 
Bloomington, 

“Accurate records covering a pe- 
riod of 30 years, and made at a sta- 
tion in Northern Ohio, show that the 
average number of days between the 
appearance of the  plant\ above 
ground and the maturity of the ear 
has been 112 days. The extremes dur- 
ing that time were from 94 days in 
1892-to 138 days in 1883, and in the 
30 years there were only four years 
in which less than 100 Hays were re- 
quired. 

"This year the crop in the north 
half of the belt may be taken as 
having shown above ground about 
June 1, though much replanted corn 
was considerably later. Thirty-eight 
days of temperature below a sea- 
sonal normal have now elapsed, so 
that it is probably safe to figure that 
the time which shall finally be re- 
quired to mature this crop will at 
least equal the average, or 112 days. 

“Upon this basis of calculation the 
present crop could bé@é matured by 
about Sept. 20, if the balance of the 
seasOn should prove normally favor- 
able.
